ICING THE CHRISTMAS 


EAR AILEEN,—It is a very stifi-

I began with those intended as presents, 
so that the icing would be quite firm before 

the cakes are packed 
and despatclied. It 
really is a most 
fascinating game, for 
the finished cake sel- 
dom adheres to the 
original design, wrong 
turnings and other 
minor ‘disasters often 
resultin in wnex- 
pectedly brilliant 
‘ways-out,”” which 
console for — those 
other times when a 
had mistake entails the removal of the good 
work of many minutes. 

Don’t for a moment imagine that I work 
unaided. Oh, no! My work is done under the 
direction of a friend who is a marvellous 
cook, and who allows no slacking. My tools 
are a table, rolling pin and board, trust- 
worthy scales, bowls of a few sizes, a sugar 
sifter, egg beater, wooden spoons, palette 
knife, wire and hair sieves—and for the 
icing a revolving stand, icing bags and pipes, 
which are usually sold in sets—a kettle of 
boiling water and plenty of teacloths. 


Marzipan Icing. 


The ingredients required include ground 
almonds, orange flower water, castor and 
icing sugar, eggs, vanilla and almond essence, 
lemons, brandy and sherry and colourings. 

For the conventional Christmas Plum Cake 
the first icing made is the almond icing, and 
this part of the cake is so popular that it 
is a pity to be mean about it. For a cake 
about half pound size the es amounts 
will be:—1 lb. ground almonds, 1 Ib. castor 
sugar, 1 teaspoon each of vanilla and almond 
essences, 1 tablespoon each of brandy and 
sherry, or two of either, 1 teaspoon orange 
flower water, and 3 to 4 eggs.

HE “CHEF TOUCH - 
IN HOME COOKERY. 


ATTENTION TO: DETAILS 
MAKES THE DIFFERENCE. 
—_—___@———_ 

M ANY housewives seem to think that a 


chef cooks in quite a different way 

from an ordinary person. Actually 
the process of boiling, baking, stewing, etc., 
is just the same, whether it is done by a 
chet or not. 

The difference between a hotel meal and 
one cooked at home lies in the fact that the 
chef pays attention to little things that count 
so much in the preparation of a dish—the 
accessories, flavourings, garnishing, serving 
on the right dish, and the general presenta- 
tion of the food. It is these things that make 
a dish attractive. 

Take, íor example, the rissole. 
is the restaurant rissole so 
more appetising? For one thing, 
are the crumbs. In egging. and bread- 
crumbing, crumbs should be chosen to 
suit the style and colour of the dish. There 
are white, brown and red crumbs. The 
latter are usually used for making up lobster 
cutlets and croquettes. These can be bought 
ready-coloured quite cheaply, or white crumbs 
can be tinted with cochineal and dried in 4 
wavm oven. Fine white crumbs can be pre- 

ared by crumbling the soft part of a white 
loa! and passing through a sieve to get them 
even. So many housewives and cooks grate 
the crusty part of a loaf. i 

Then when the chef prepares his rissole 
cutlet he serves it up with a dummy bone and 
shaped like a lamb cutlet. This dummy bone 
is only a piece of macaroni stuck into the 
end, but it is the making of the cutlet. You 
will likewise notice that the chef’s rissoles 
are all of uniform size, so different from the 
amorphous brown lumps served up with 
apologies for a “ make-shift ’’ lunch. 

As to serving, you will notice that the chef 
provides a neatly-arranged semi-circle or ring 
of well-salted mashed potatoes on which to 
rest the cutlets. 

If you use the same sauce for all and every 
kind of rissole and croquette, no matter what 
shape or garnish these dishes have they will 
all taste the same. As so little sauce and 
flavouring is necessary, it is well worth while 
investing in two or three kinds. of sauces— 
anchovy for fish, and so on.

The cake 
should then be well brashed with white of 
egg and IR upside down on top of the 
paste on the board. Smoothe up the paste over 
the sides of the cake with a palette knife, 
keeping the cake well pressed to the board 
to make the edge firmly sharp. 

Now the cake is ready to á turned right 
side up on the icing stand, which should be 
placed on a large dish to catch the droppings 
of the boiled icing, with which the cake should 
be immediately covered. 


The White Icing. 


This simplest of all icings is made by add- 
ing at the rate of four tablespoons of boiling 
water to a pound of carefully-sieved icing 
sugar, and pouring this paste over the almond 
icing; allow it to drip right «ver the sides, 
smoothing if necessary with the palette knife 
dipped in wom water. The cake should 
then be left to dry. 

I usually provide myself with an ordinary 
sandwich cake, over which I use up the 
droppings from the big cake. Children usually 
refer iced sponges, and the addition of a 
few glacé cherries makes it very grand look- 
ing. 
So far the icing has presented no difficulties,

Put about a 
pound and a half of carefully-sieved icing 
sugar into a bowl, and add a small teaspoon- 
ful of lemon juice (this gives a nice flavour, 
but is inclined to discolour the icing after a 
few days, so must be used spar- 
ingly. Slightly beat the white of 
eggs and add them to the sugar, 
stirring all the time. Beat the icing well, 
add a drop of “ blue,” and beat it well in 
and pile the icing on top of the cake. Smoothe 
the icing over both the top and sides of the 
cake with the palette knife, dipped in cold 
water. With this icing also the drippings or 
leavings can be utilised on smaller cakes. 
Thig icing should be left a few days to harden 
before the final decoration is attempted, 


Pricking the Pattern. 


Icing sugar to be used in decoration should 
be very carefully sieved, as any lump in the 
sugar will stick in the icing pipe and put it 
out of action. The icing should be stiff—half 
pound of icing sugar and one white of egg. 
Prepared like royal icing, it is then put in 
the icing bag. to which the required pipe 
has been fitted, and then the most thrilling 
part of the job begins. 

The design previously selected should be 
drawn the correct size on white paper, the 
shape of the cake, and then pin-pricked on 
the cake itself. _ Simple designs are best, and 
colouring, if it is used, should be very re- 
strained. 

Trellis work is most effective, and can be 
quite successfully piped with a little practice. 
The icing not actually in the bag should be 
kept carefully covered to keep it at the 
correct consistency. If the top of the cake 
is well covered in decoration the sides can 
be utilised for writing the greetings. This 
may be done with a No. 1 or No. 2 writing 
pipe, and if it is for the children the greetings 
should be very personal, including, if pos- 
sible, the written name of each child.—Yours,

Prisoner in the Witness Box.

T's belief that everything was consistent 


with suicide was expressed in evidence 

by Mr. T. S. Kirk, senior su.geon of 
the honorary visiting staff of the Royal 
Victoria Hospital, Belfast, who was examined 
tor the defence when the trial was resumed, 
at Downpatrick yesterday, of Harold 
Courtney, a motor driver, of Dungannon, 
who is charged with the murder of Minnie 
Ward, a domestic servant, at Derryane, Co. 
Armagh. Miss Ward, whose parents live at 
Eglish, Drain, Dungannon, was found dead 
with her throat cut in a dense clump of 
laurels in a lonely lane near Derryane Lake. 
Nearby was found an open razor. 

Examined by Mr. William Lowry, K.C., 
who appeared for the prisoner, Surgeon 
Kirk said that, in his opinion, it would have 
been possible for the girl, after the injury 
had been inflicted, to throw the razor a 
distance of thirteen feet seven inches. She 
would have been conscious for at least two 
minutes. He had no doubt that the girl at 
some time must have been in an upright 
position. 

Replying to the Attorney-General, the wit- 
ness said that he was perfectly certain that 
she was sitting when her throat was cut. 
She fainted from loss of blood and collapsed 
on her back, 

Mr. Justice Andrews—You say it is your 
opinion quite compatible for a person whose 
throat had been cut in this manner to throw 
a vazor thirteen feet seven inches. Is that 
from any position, whether standing, sitting, 
or lying back. 

Surgeon Kirk—Yes. In the first couple of 
minutes she would have been capable ef a 
good deal of physical exertion. 


PRISONER’S DENIALS. 


The prisoner was then called and, in reply 
to Mr. Lowry, said that he had known the 
girl Reid for four or five years. He did not 
see her on the night when she disappeared. 
He had driven to Armagh to see a friend,

BRISK TRADE FOR 
GOOD CATTLE.

OULTRY prices, which this year are 
exceptionally low, are reacting on 
the price of cattle. 

Although the prices of best cattle at the 
Dublin weekly market yesterday were 
generally near the level of last year, and 
showed no great change since the previous 
week, this was to some extent explained 
by a reduced supply, the number of beasts 
being only 3,612, as against 4,396 a week 
before, 

For good bullocks prices ranged from 
26s. to 29s., with a few Aberdeen-Angus 
fetching 30s. and 31s. Heifers ran from 
27s. to 350s. With buyers looking for 
Christmas meat, sales were fair for good 
cattle; but, although virtually all were 
sold, there was a slow finish for animals 
of middling quality. There was a sub- 
stantial increase in numbers of milca cows 
on offer. 


BETTER TRADE IN SHEEP. 


The supply of sheep was down consider- 
ably on the week, though the tone for 
them was more cheerful, but pigs showed 
a slight increase. The prevalent opinion 
ut the market was that the outlook for 
(Christmas trade was by no means rosy, 
especially as there was a marked absence 
of cross-Channel buyers. 

With the end of the grass season in 
sight, virtually all good quality beasts 
should have been. disposed of by this time, 
but an TJrish Times representative was 
informed by several breeders that they are 
holding a number of their best stock and 
putting it “in the house,’’ rather than let 
it enter the market while present condi- 
tions continue. 


CHEAP BACON, 


With regard to the pork trade, it was 
stated that in the County Wicklow many 
breeders are doing their own killing, and 
retailing at almost ‘‘ give-away’”’ rates. 

“ Last week,’’ said one buyer, ‘‘ I bought 
home-cured bacon at sixpence a pound, 
taking both the ham and the flitch. That 
was nothing exceptional ; for I could have 
bought at the same price anywhere in the 
county.”

EFFECT OF FREE STATE 
EXPORTS. 


Major Elliot (Minister of Agriculture),

ib Wie situation regarding the threatened 
railway strike appears to have 
reached a critical stage. : 

This was the only deduction which one 
could make as a result of yesterday's 
activities, 

'The seguence of events appears to have 
been somewhat as follows:—The railway 
unions on last Wednesday week had a 
conference with Mr. Sean Lemass, 
Minister for Industry and Commerce, 
following which the Minister put before 
the railway companies certain proposals 
with a view to averting the threatened 
strike. The railway directors promised to 
consider the proposals yesterday and to 
give the Minister their reply. During the 
afternoon the leaders of the unions 
anxiously awaited the result. Finally, 
after a meeting lasting nearly five hours, 
the railway directors communicated their 
reply to the Minister. 


HITCH IN NEGOTIATIONS. 


It was originally thought that the rail- 
way unions’ representatives would have 
been called to meet the Minister. but it 
was ascertained later that the directors’ 
reply was not a complete acceptance of 
the proposals made to them, and that 
there would be no conference that 
evening. 

It is understood that Mr. W. Norton, 
T.D., and Mr. W. Davin, T.D., repre- 
senting the Labour Varty, will see the 
Minister this morning, and that subse. 
quently at 12 o’clock the railway unions’ 
representatives wil] have a conference with 
the Ministers. 7 

That a hitch has arisen in the negotia- 
tions appears to be the case, and in various 
quarters the situation was said to be 
critical. 


NO INFORMATION 
ANYWHERE, 


No official information was obtainable 
from the Government offices, the railway 
companies or the railway unions con- 
cerned. 

It was ascertained that the directors of 
the Great Southern Company first met, 
and afterwards conferred with the 
Northern Company's representatives at the 
offices of the London, Midland and Scottish 
Company in Westmoreland street. It 
seems that the interests of the companies, 
North and South of the border, showed 
considerable divergence, and in conse- 
quence complete unanimity on all points 
was not possible. 


THE NORTHERN RAILWAYS. 


It is thought that the question of the 
putting in operation of the “ cut ” of ten 
er cent. recommended by the Railway 
Waavs ‘Board would create a difficult 
situation as between railways South and 
North of the border. The belief is that 
the Free State Government’s proposals in- 
clude a grant by way of indemnity against 
loss to the railways exclusively located in 
the Free State, while there is no sugges- 
tion that the Northern. Goverament wil] 
come to the aid of the Northern lines. If 
this ‘‘ cut ” were enforced in the North 
and not in the South, it would ‘clearly 
lead to undesirable complications. 

It is not known whether the Minister 
will see the. Great Southern directors to- 
day, but it is possible that he will do so.

WHEAT CROPS. 


THE TIMES FOR SOWING. 


Inquiries and reports received by the Free 
State Department of Agriculture indicate that 
there is an impression in many parts of the 
country that the sowing of wheat should not 
take place during the months of December 
and January, and that unless sowing has 
taken place before the end of November it 
should be deferred until February. So far as 
winter whea’ is concerned, there is little doubt 
that October and November are the most 
suitable months for sowing, provided the 
weather is favourable and the soil is in good 
condition. The belief that wheat should not 
be sown during December and January pro- 
bably arose Be the fact that it often 
happens that in those months the weather 
is very broker, and consequently the condi- 
tion of the soil is such as to render sowing 
of seed a difficult and unprofitable operation. 
This year, however, the weather has continued 
to be favourable during the carly part of 
December, and the soil is in quite as suit- 
able condition for sowing wheat as it was in 
October and November. So long, therefore, 
as conditions continue favourable farmers 
should take the opportunity of sowing their 
wheat crop, rather than wait till the end of 
January or the beginning of February, when 


the weather may prove unsuitable.

‘*PURE MADNESS.” 

Mr. T. Henderson (Ind. U.) said that for 
almost seven months the Government had 
done nothing, and during that period great 
industrial unrest had taken place in Belfast, 
and several lives had been lost and hundreds 
of pounds’ worth of property destroyed. li 
Parliament had been sitting that might have 
been averted. Instead of adjourning, the 
House should remain in session and formulate 
a policy and legislation to absorb the ten 
thousand or twenty thousand of single persons 
who were receiving no allowance.
